Dayan Issues Offense Call 


TEL AVIV (AP) — Defense Minister Moshe Dayan 
called on Israelis today to take the offensive against 
Egyptian forces along the Suez Canal, but warned 
against a confrontation with Soviet military advisers 
stationed there. 
Dayan told a meeting of Israel’s ruling Labor 
party it is not enough for Israelis to fight a defensive 
action along the 103- mile waterway “ sitting in a 
bunker keeping your head down.’’ 
The situation calls for offensive action against 
Egypt’s breaches of the cease - fire, he said, such as 
air raids and ground thrusts by Israeli commandos 
into Egypt 
“But we have to be very selective in these 
actions,’’ Dayan warned, “ and take every measure to 
avoid a relationship with the Russians.’’

NO STRIKEBREAKING HERE 
One of New Jersey’s large manufacturing plants 
recently was hit by a strike over a wage dispute. The 
workers formed their picket lines and the company’s 
gates were closed to all but supervisory personnel. We 
have heard of no violence associated with the work 
stoppage, but one of the sidelights of the union walkout 
was interesting. A union shop steward idled by the strike 
was allowed by his county welfare board to collect 
welfare payments. The taxpayers were, in effect, paying 
the man to strike. The company hit by the strike pays a 
large amount in taxes. It was paying one of its employees 
to stay at home while its machinery was idle. 
Relief payments are fine, but isn’t this a bit foolish? 
Couldn’t the welfare system make some sort of special 
arrangement in cases like this? Why should taxpayers pay 
for maintaining employed persons who are out of work 
of their own free will? While it is possible that the

NO STRIKEBREAKING HERE 
One of New Jersey’s large manufacturing plants 
recently was hit by a strike over a wage dispute. The 
workers formed their picket lines and the company’s 
gates were closed to all but supervisory personnel. We 
have heard of no violence associated with the work 
stoppage, but one of the sidelights of the union walkout 
was interesting. A union shop steward idled by the strike 
was allowed by his county welfare board to collect 
welfare payments. The taxpayers were, in effect, paying 
the man to strike. The company hit by the strike pays a 
large amount in taxes. It was paying one of its employees 
to stay at home while its machinery was idle. 
Relief payments are fine, but isn’t this a bit foolish? 
Couldn’t the welfare system make some sort of special 
arrangement in cases like this? Why should taxpayers pay 
for maintaining employed persons who are out of work 
of their own free will? While it is possible that the 
employee in question may not have voted in favor of a 
strike, he is still a part of the union local using a strike to 
gain a pay hike. The oddest part of the affair is that the 
public will pay double for this. They will pay the tab for 
the welfare checks received by the striker, and they will 
likely pay increased retail prices for the salary increase 
granted to the company’s employees. 
How needy was the family? They own their own 
home - a six* room house with a finished bedroom and 
lavatory in the basement. They have two cars, an eighteen 
- foot camper trailer, a color tv, a freezer, washer, dryer, a 
five-foot deep backyard swimming pool and, acquired 
while the strike was in progress, a motorcycle. 
In temporary welfare cases such as this, wouldn’t it be 
fairer to establish some sort of loan assistance, to be 
administered through welfare agencies, and perhaps 
guaranteed by them? This would obligate the striker to 
repay the money. 
On this basis, we at least would not be subsidizing the 
total cost of strikes and encouraging their continuance.
